In Newfoundland 

Norwegian explorer Helge Ingstad, 
in an interview with The New York 
Times, reports that' his Vinland Ex¬ 
pedition has discovered pre-Colum¬ 
bian ruins on the northern tip of 
Newfoundland. In Ms opinion, these 
finds confirm previous studies in¬ 
dicating that Norsemen from Green¬ 
land landed in North America some 
500 years before Columbus. Dug- 
up fragments, sent to Oslo Univer¬ 
sity, will be tested with radioactive 
carbon to determine their age. 

Nearly buried ruins of seven Eur¬ 
opean-type houses, including one 
with a Viking style great hall, were 
unearthed at Lanceau Meadows, a 
few miles west of Meade Bay. Mr. 
Ingstad said he believed the build¬ 
ings had, been used by Leif Eirikson 
who, according to. Norse Sagas, 
landed at Vinland in the year 1000 
A.D. Saga descriptions of Vinland,

From The Secretary's Desk 

By S. A. Sorenson 

As promised in the last issue, I had hoped to have 
definite and encouraging news about our Scandinavian 
Centre. Failing this, I will endeavour to outline the re¬ 
cent developments. 

Some time ago your Board of Directors looked at the 
Holy Cross School in Jasper Place as a possible future 
Centre for our activities. This school is located on 114 
Avenue between 151 and 153 Streets- It was built some 
four or five years ago by the Jasper Place Separate School 
Board at a time when they expected a considerable hous¬ 
ing development in the area. Since then the Town of 
Jasper Place has rezoned this area for light industrial 
use, and consequently the School District wishes to dis¬ 
pose of the school; the Directors have felt that we could 
make good use of it. 

What are some of the advantages of the Holy Cross 
School? 

1. It is situated bn an area of approximately 7 acres. 
This would give out- Centre an adequate recreational 
area, as well as additional space for expansion of 
the school unit. 

2. It can be bought reasonably, we could pay cash fori 
it and thus fix the cost of capital investment. 

3. We could use the school immediately without any 
major alterations. 

4. It would give the Scandinavian Community a chance 
to see if they can work together. 

Some of the disadvantages are: 

1. In adapting the school to our use it will be more 
difficult to make it conform to the plans already in 
existence lor our Centre. 

2. It is three blocks from a main artery, namely 111th 
Avenue. It is therefore not readily accessible to 
those who wish to use a bus. There are no main 
roads leading to the school site. 

3. It is located in a light industrial area. 

The general conclusion to which your Board has 
come is that if the school can be bought at a reasonable 
price we would be wise to purchase it- Your Board has 
offered *70,000 and it has been refused. The Jasper Place 
Separate School Board has been asked how much they 
want for the school; they in turn have set up a Planning 
Coibmittee which is to report to their Board on Novem¬ 
ber 14. At that time we hope to have an answer to the 
question of price. 

If their price is too high, we would be wise to take a 
second look at the 142nd Street location and see what 
we can do for the same money there.

| Concern In Sweden 

i The Soviet Union’s nuclear tests 
in the Arctic have caused wide¬ 
spread concern and discussion in 
Sweden. The letters-to-the-Editor 
columns of the newspapers have 
been full of comments, and a recent 
demonstration is said to have in 
eluded even members of the small 
Communist youth organization. Swe¬ 
den and Norway are close neighbors 
of the Soviet Union in the north, and 
when the Russians exploded theii 
first test bomb in the Arctic sever¬ 
al years ago, Scandinavian scient¬ 
ists immediately noted a • manyfold 
increase in radioactive fallout over 
the area.
